New Onveans, La., Jan. 10:—No change has 
taken place in the situstion of affairs here. 
Congressmen Morey. Darrell, Sypher, and Sbel- 
don are on their way to Washington, and Con- 
gressman Smith remains here. It is more than 
probable that the bill which Mr. Morey takes 
with him, providing that the present State Gov- 
ernment. be retained as 94 provisional 
Government ugtil 1576, was agreed upon 
in caucus here by the most prominent 
men in the Republican party before tbe 
Congressmen left, and that Judge Dibble's let- 
ter was thrown out as a semrauthoritative an- 
nouncement of the new departure. The Judge's 
letter has been the cause of such commotion 
among members of the Legislature and others 
who would be affected by an immediate new elec- 
tion that the entire responsibility has been 
thrown on Judge Dibble, and everybody else dis- 
claims any instrumentality in the matter. 

GEN. SHERIDAN 
has been actively engaged during the day and 
to-night in prepariog his promised report to the 
Secretary of War on the number of murders in 
the State during the last few years. The figures 
will aeruredly bear the General oat in his declara- 
tion as to the slight value in which human life 
is held, although they will not be confined to 
political murders, but it will prove conclusively 
that à bad condition of society exists here. The 
report will probably be finished to-night, porsi- 
biy in time to be transmitted from Washingtea 
for to-morrow morning's paper. 

THE DEMOCRATS REPENTING. 
Republicans believe that some Democratic 
members will take their seats in the Legislaturt, 
however, but it is likely that the most of them 
will hold out a few days, until they learn what 
Congress is going to do.

SHERIDAN’S STORY. 
THE ACTION OF THE MILITARY AT NEW ORLEANS 
FULLY JUSTIFIED. 

Wasurrerosx, D. C., Jao» 9.—The following 
official dispatch from Gen. Sheridan was recéiy- 
ed here late last night : 

Heapeuartrres Muiirany Drvision or THE 
Missovar, New Ontzans, Jan. 8.— To the Hon. 
W. W. Belknap, Secretary of War, Washing- 
ton, D. C. I have the bonor to submit the fol- 
lowing brief report of affairs a they Occurred here 
in the organization of the State Legislature, of 
Jan. 4, 1875. I was sot in command of this mil- 
itary department until 9 o'clock at night of the 
4th inst.; but I fully indorse, and am willing to 
be held responsible for, the acts of the military as 
conservators of the public peace upon that oo- 
casion. During the few days in which I was in 
the city, prior to the 4th of January, 
conversation was 
the scenes of bloodshed that were liable 
to occur on that day; and I repeatedly 
heard threats of assassinating the Governor, 
and regrets expressed that he was not killed on 
the 14th of September last; also threats of the 
assassination of Republican mombers of the 
House, in order to secure the election of a 
Democratic Speaker. I also know of the kid- 


napping by banditti of Mr. Cousin, one of the 


members-elect of the Legislature. In order to 
preserve the peace and make the State-House 
safe for the peaceable assembling of tne Legis- 
lature, Gen. Emory, upon the requisition of the 
Governor, stationed troops in the vicinity of the 
building. Owing to these precautions, the Leg- 
islature assembled in the State-House without 
any disturbance of the peace, At 10 oclock 
William Vigers, Clerk of the last House of Repre- 
sentatives, proceeded to call the roll, as accord- 
ing to law he was empowered to do, One hun-

AMONG CONGRESSMEN, 
THE CAUCUSES. 
Special Dispateh to The Chicage Tribune, 

WasurrGron, D, C., Jan. 10.—The action of 
the Senate and House caucuses yesterday result- 
ed in littie more than an interchange of opinion. 
The debate iu both caucuses was temperate and 
barmonious. Definite action upon the Louisiana 
question was postponed until the report of the 
Louisiana Committee and the President's mes- 
sage could be received. The most certain indi- 
cation of the Senate caucus was, that the Sena- 
tors will cordially support the Administration 
and are inclined to uphold the Kellogg Govern- 
ment. Senator Carpenter and the few who voted 
with him last winter were alone openly in favor 
of a new ejection, but it is by no means certain 
that, if the President shail recommend a new 
election, and the House urge it, the Senators, 
for the sake of harmony, might not also support 
such a movement. The differences of opinion 
upon this subject are not such as to preclude 
ultimate united action, Many im both Houses 
decline to commit themselves, in the absence of 
definite official information. In the House cau- 
cus, Alexander White, as the representative of 
the Southern Republicans, based his arguments 
upon the two bills which have already been 
outlined in these dispatches, Gen. Butler 
urged his bill for a new election, and 
reminded members of his prediction two 
ears ago. He claims that these predictions 

ve been verified. Sypher, of Louisiana, is 
said to have been in favor of a new election, and 
very severe upon the Keliogg Government. His 
specch in this respect was a great surprise, as 
he has long been known as an earnest supporter 
of that Gayoroment. The impression was that 
he was hastening to leave a sinking ship. 

: JUDGE HOAR’S SPEBCH 5 
was many and earnest. He believed that the 
Republicans should unite in sustaining the 
President in bis constitutional and lerai 
action in support of the constituted 
State Government. He decliped to commit 
himself as to the constitationality or legality of 
the military interefernce, and said that be would 
wait for authoritative information. He criti- 
cised Sheridan's dispatch as indiscreet and un- 
wise, : 

The action of the House caucus relative to 
Monday referred only to to-morrow. ‘Then, 
after the morning hour, unless the House con- 
sents to take up some Appropriation bill, the 
Republicans will force an adjournmeut. The 
purpose is, in the present agitated condition of 
the public mind and of Congress, and in the 
absence of official information, to avoid the ex- 


citement incident to the introduction of sensa- 


tional resolutions.’ 
TWO EARS AND ONE MOUTH. 

It was noticed that most of the best Repnblic- 
ans who were present kept silent. They seemed 
to think that, at this crisis, silepce was better 
than speech. They await authoritative informa- 
tion, and admit the gravity of the political situ- 
ation. The message of the President is looked 
for with great anxiety. The future action of the 
Republicans in Congress greatly depends upon 
the character of that message. Speaker Blaine 
was called upon, but declined to speak. He in- 
tens to speak at the caucus after the reception 
of the President’s message. Foster also de- 
clined to speak until his report is finished. 

A LOUISIANA CONGRESSMAN’'S VIEWS. 

Representative Sheidon, of Louisiana, has 
just returned. He was in New Orleans during 
the recent disturbances. He thinks that che Re- 
pubiicans do not wish the continuance of Kel- 
logg rule, and believes that the Democrats do not 
desire McEnery. Thejlatter, if installed, would 
not have the force of character to prevent the 
outbreaks that would be sure to follow. Sheldon 
considers a pew election the only possible solu- 
tion of the problem. The Pinchback influence 
opposes the proposition for a new ejection, as a 
new election would, of course, result 
in the rejection of  Pinchback. The 
principal pomts made against the prop- 
osition for a new election are that, 
first, if the Republicans were successful, the 
same charge of military interference would be 
made that is now made with respect to the Kel- 
loge Government ; second, that, if the Demo- 
crates wero successful, the resul: would be a cou- 
demnation of the action of the Administration 
during the last two years. 

EVERBODY KICKING DIPBLE.

THE COMMITTEE’S RETURN.

The Commissioners discuss at length 

THE SYSTEM OF DISCIPLINE, 
and state that the only severe punishment in- 
flicted for violation of the rules is “solitary con- 
finement in a large, light, and well-ventilated 
cell, with pine floor, on a scanty diet of bread 
and water, until submission aod obedience are 
promised and assured.” 

For slight offenses, the penalty is deprivation 
of privileges,—such as taking away the ration of: 
tobacco, candies, etc. 

This has been the system for the past few 
months ; and the Commissioners report that, in 
their opinion, it will be found sufficient. Upon 
the subject of the punishment of criminals, the 
Commissioners suggest that there should be sen- 
tences for an indetivite period, dependent upon 
their good behavior and giving proof of being tit 
to be turned at 6 with safety to society, 

As to aid to discharged convicts, the Commis- 
sioners recommend that the State farnish some 
agency through which, after serving out his 
term, the convict way ‘obtain honest employ- 
ment. They also recommend that the long-term 
convicts, who lost all their good-time” record 
for an offense against the discipline, under the 
law as it etood up to July, 1872, have their ** good 
time ” restored in the discretion of the Commuis- 
sioners. !

The gnilty 
had triumphed over innocence under the 
form of that higher law of which they live 
in constant fear. 

The sad fate of the young man must strike 
a deeper chord of #ympathy in the sensibili- 
ties of many of our old citizens, who well 
knew and most highly respected his father. 
The latter was Judge of the Circuit Court of 
this county as early as 1835, and was after- 
wards Judge of the Municipal Court in this 
city, when that court was first created. In 
1840 he was placed upon the Supreme Bench 
of this State, and in 1842 was elected Gov- 
ernot of the State. He was a sound rer, 
and, above all, was of most spotless in ity. 
Duribg his administration the negotiations 
with the foreign bondholders were concluded, 


yet he left the office of Governor 80 poor in 
purse that he had to rely on the assistance, 
of his friends to remove his, family from 
Springfield to Peoria, where he died a year or

Tong traing 
of emigrants follow the track of the railroad surveyors 
and builders, so that the country is — 1 —— 
explored and is filling up with a rapidity which is 
destined to increase into the largest population. ; 
This statement is entirely false, west of 
Red River, nor is that country sus- 
eeptible of cultivation.”

The recommendations in the last message of Gov. 
Beveridge for the passage of a law to require 


quarteriy 
statements from the State banks, and to provide for — 


examinations by State officers, are generally under- 
stood to refer especially to the state of the savings 
banks, These isstitutions are now sub- 
ject to no supervision, To that extent they are in 
— themselves and the public. 

Their voluntary ‘quarterly statements are working 
better than edyestisements; they too often present 
the accounts of the banks, not as they are, but as the 
managers desire the people to believe they are. There 
are many weil conducted institutions for savings de- 
positors in this city. We would not name any single 
one as standing before the public on false preiences- 
We do say that the present syst unsccountability 


makes it impossivle to distingulau between the safe 


and the insecure, the honest and the dishonest. The 
good are not knows to be betier than the worst, under 
this system. 

In the last three years five savings banks in this city 
have broken, and brougut a loss of $500,000 to their de- 
pesitora, The Chicago savings banks bold to-day, so 


. their last statements show, a lower position than in 


July, 1373. These are significant facts. In other 
places, tor instance in Connecticut, the savings-bauks 
deposits increased each of the last three years, and the 
effect of the pauic was seen only in a less rapid growth. 
For the sake of depositors, we should insist that the 
safeguards recommended by Gov. Beveridge be 
idopted ; but we would urge savings-bank managers 
for their own sakes to second them by every means 
they can command. In no other way cap they so surely 
over public confidence. :

Tne peculiar limitations thrown 
around benking by the Constitution, which deprive the 
existing banks of competition by practically inhibiting 
the granting of any more chartérs, the interests, of the 
poopie, of. the frugal poor especially, and of the exist-

3ov, Beveridge an urgency that the Legislature suould 
ed.

What Ferdinand the Third Sesought 
ef Heaven. 

Correspondence af du New York Times 
Among tue numerous legends told in conues- 
tion with Spain and its Government, is the fol- 
lowing, which is not not without interest, and is 
at least amuming.

who was supposed to bave been such a reat 
benefactor to his country that he went direct to 
Paradise without being detained for any length 
of time in purgatory.

good nature of the Holy Mother, by embodying 
several beneiite for his country in each of the 
two demands he had made, but, being à great 
favorite at the time, it 5 — that the discrep- 
ancy was overlooked. ow Ferdinand ocdupied 
his time during the twelve hours which had been 
given to him we are not told, but atthe time 
appointed he was ready with his request, which 
was that Spain might have a good Govern- 
ment.”

sltogether a charming picture, being made more 
beaatifal by the little enow which at present lies 
upon tLe house tops. Our city is one eminently 
romantically eituated, but its smoke seemed to 
bave bidden the beauty of surroundings. This 
picture, however, which gives such a delightful 
sensation to the ere, has one drawback. The 
rait ing of the cloud of smoke means dallness, 
stegnation in business, aud thousands of hands 
thrown out of employment, 
THE PUDDLERS’ ST 


The remarkalile cleaminess is easily accounted | 


fér,—tho puddlore strike. To-day five of our 
eleven blast-furnaces are cold; this stops a great 
production of our staple, iron, and a number of 
laborers are thus thrown out of employment. 
We have about 860 puddiling-furnaces, only 
about twenty of which are put temporarily run- 
ning. Take the smoke from these away, and 
our city ix comparatively free from the dense 
vapors, and is consequeutly nearly as clean now 
as Chicago or New York. It is sad to dwe!l 
upon the reason of this cleanliness. The fur- 
paces now cold employed over 1,600 puddlers ; 
these, with their many belpers,cosl and ore- 
miner, are all thrown out of work. ‘The 
puddlers e ince a dogged determination to hold 
out, aed the operators ace as fully determined to 
not give in until, as they say, manufactured iron 
shall be iu better caste ia the market. 
| MILLS RUNNING. 

It is fortunate, even while the puddling fur- 
naces are shut down, that our mills continue 
running. They man ture from muck-bar, 

rbeured from the East, where iron can be pud- 
flied at $1.55 per ton less than here, whieh the 
item of freight does not cover. In this way the 
roliers and heaters find abundance of work, and 
our iron is made at a price which enables the 
operators to go into the market aud compete 
with Kastera manutacturers. 

A SULCIDAL POLICY. 

Evidently the puddicrs are pursuing a policy 
which will prove the death of their cause, as it 
is ool public opinion against them. On 
Tuesday, Messers. Shoenburger & Co. employed 
two non-Uvion men to puddle a lot of scrap- 
iron, which had been bought in the Eas mar- 
ket, and was to be mixed and heated with muck- 
bar. The men had worked till afternoon, when 
about 100 pufidiers repaired to the mill, ac- 
companied by a nuniber of women, who kept 
hooting and yelling. Several of the Union men 
went into the building, and, after a short canfab, 
induced the nou-Unionists to quit work, the 
fires put ont. During this time a great 
crowd bad collected wn the street, and it would 
have taken bus very little to have precipitated 

A FEARFUL RIOT. 

On Saturday the puddlers held a public meet- 
ing. to which they invited rollers, beaters, and 
helpers. Of the latter, but very few responded. 

were made urging the rollers, heaters, 
and their helpers to quit work,—the puddlers 
holding that there men were overworked and 
unde: paid,—the object being to induce them to 
strike also, and thus close our iron mille alto- 
gether. The men who are now working could 
not see thatany benefit would accrue to them 
from a strike, and conoluded to continue at work 
— keep out of a muddic not of their own mak- 


DIVERTING TRADE. 

In conversation - with a very intelligent pud- 
dier, yesterday, he stated to your correspondent 
that this strike is diverting the iron trade from 
this city, ‘‘fben,” said L. why do you not go 
to work at the reduced rates? It is only said 
to be a temporary reduction. My dear sir,” 
replied he, I do not think that the fact of a re- 
‘duction will make much of achange, What jus- 
tice,” said be is there in reducing our wages? 
Weearn from $3.50 to $4 per diem, and work 
very hard.

FAST FREIGHT LINES, 
lines meeting 


various railroad companies shall hereafter pay to 
the fast freight lines but 1 cent per mile per car, 
instead of 134 cent per mile, as they were receiv- 
ing beretofore. The fast freight lines are or- 
ganizations ich control the through traffic 
over the vafious lines. In some instances the 
officers of these lines are also officers of the 
roads over which they traasport their goods. 
But in most cases they are independent organi- 
zations, and are controlled by parties not beiong- 
ing to the roads. These lines secure the freight 
and transport it in the cars of the railroad 
company, and the company pave them, in ad- 
dition to loaning the car, the above amount, 
There are a large number of these lines in this 
country, and tue most important are the Red 
Line,” “ White Line,” Great Western Dis- 
patch,“ ‘Star Union Line,” Empire Line,” 
National Line,” ‘Canada Southero Line,” 
„ Diamond Line,” Blue Line,” and a large 
number of others. 

The reason for the failure of the Saratoga 
combination was in a great measure ascribed to 
the action of these lines. It was claimed that 
the Pennsylvania, Erie, and otber roads. uad 
lines which in fact were owned by them, and, 
consequently, were in favor of the Saratoga 
agreement, which could be conveniently vio- 
lated by tue fast freight lines, while the com- 
pavies themselves would not be blamed for it. 
The ill feeling against fast-freigut hues has 
been growing ever since, and several Western 
roads worked hard to have them abolisbed. The 
above reduction was made as a kind of com- 
promise. 


SUITS AGAINST WISCONSIN CORPORATIONS. 
Jesse Hoyt and Warreu Greenieaf, of New 
York, have commenced a suit in the United 
States Circuit Court against the Milwankee & 
Northern Railway Company, the Wisconsin 
Central Raiiroad Company, the Wisconsin Ma- 
rine and Fire Insurance Company Bank, and the 
Phillips & Colby Construction Company, for 
foreclosure of mortgages and other purposes. 
The bill states that the complainants received, 
on or about the Ist of December, 1870, from the 


Milwaukee & Northern Railroad Company, to be 
held by them under a trast desd, 2. 405 bonds, of 
which 500 were for $500 each, and 1,905 for 
$1,000 each, all of said bonds being payable 
tweaty years after date, with interest at 8 per 
cent, pavable the Ist of June and Ist of m- 
ber yearly. That as soon as said Company com- 
pleted and equipped its railroad, complainants, 
under the teims of the trust deed, pad over 
each and every of said bonds tothe Milwaukeo 
Construction Company, by which Com- 
pany the construction and equipment were per- 
formed, in part payment of their contracts, and 
said Company thereupon sold and delivered said 
bonds to divers individuals who now hold them 
as ah investment. That to secure said bonds, 
and the payment of interest thereon, the said 
Company executed and delivered to complain- 
ants a deed transferring and assigning to them, 
in trust, the whole of the fires division of the 
railroad, namely, from Milwaukee to Green Bay, 
and all branches, or extensions, of said trunk 
gatiroad, that might be built to Lake Michigan, 
Lake Winnebago, or Fox River, with all movable 
and immovabie property connected therewith, 
such trust te endure until the payment of the 
bonds in full; the deed contaming all the usual 
provisions of a first mortgage. 

The bill then sets forth the due recotding of 
the deed, tle completion of the first division, 
and the varjous branches and connections with 
other railroads, and then gives a history of the 
lease of the Company and ail its property, on 
the 8th of November, 1873, to the Wisconsin 
Central Railroad Company for 999 years. 

Complainants charge that the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral Railroad Company, in some way, made over 
the said property to the Phillips & Colby Con- 
struction Company, but under what contract or 
agreemeni, or at what date, complainants are un- 
able to state; and that che latter Company now 
claims to be in full and sole possession of said 
road, is operating the same, and receiving the 
income,. profits, and earnings thereof. 

said Phillips & Golby Oonstrac- 

tion Company, as complainants believe, is in- 
corporated with a capital of only $200,000, for 
the purpose of constructing tae Wisconsin 
Central Railroad, and must have iacurred in the 
construction of said road large liabilities, but 
whether the said Company is insolvent or not 
the complainant does not know, aishough they 
are advised that all enterprises of that nature 
are laboring under very great embarrassment ; 
aud they charge the fact that said Milwaukee & 
Northern Company vas leased subject to thé 
rovisions of the aforesaid trust mortgage, the 
fiaconsip Central covenanting to render 
each month a statement of the gross

THE WEATHER. 
PROF. COLBERI ON METLOROLOGY. 

Prof. Elias Colbert lectared in the Sunday- 
afternoon course at Kingsbury Hall, yesterday. 
He introduced himself, and talked about Me- 
teorology and Weather Signs,” There was a 
pretty large attendange. The Professor, after a 
few preliminary remarks, sailed into the general 
principles of meteorological action, and ex- 
plained the ‘equator, the atmospheric pressure, 
solar action on the ocean, and the peculiar 
natural laws regulatſbg the trade winds. His 
principal object was to explain the causes of 
storms—the vacuum created by the rarification 
of the air, which, so rariſled, became incapable 
of upholding the nfoisture drawn upward by tha 


ground as raid, bail. snow, sleet, or some other 
form of moisture. Ide Professor then explained 
upon a chart toe lawg which directed the storms 
that visit the earth. He said that the question 
was rather abstruse, unless to one acquainte2 
with trigonometry, ah opinion in which Lux Turn- 
UNE reporter fully concurs. He showed that the 
vertical action of the sun at the equator drew up 
an Immenge quantity of water, which created a 
rush o water from the poles to fill the vacu- 
um. He also exolained the tidal effects of the 
moon upontbe scas, and described the origin and 
course of the Gulf Stream and the 
fog-banks of Newfoundland. The severe storm of 
Friday aod Saturday was well explained, aad 
justified on sound meéteorological principles, aud 
the Professor said several good words for the 
United States Signal Service, which, he said, 
had been instrumental in saving mauy valuable 
lives, many cargoes, and several ships during 
the four years which it had existed in erica. 
He thought that five out of ik of the 
sigual pred otious were trustworthy, which was 
saying a great deal i a climate so chaugeabie. 
He believed that the time would come when sei- 
ence would make men as conversant with the 
warnings of mature as instinct had made birds 
and peasts from time immemorial. 
The lecturer concluded amid applause.

RAILROAD DISASTER. 


The New Work Express from Wasn 
iugtou Crashing intoa Freght Train 
—Loss of Life aud Great Destruction 
of Money. 

From the New York Sun, Jan, 9, 

The through New York expregs-train from 
Washington, which leit that city at 9:30 p. m., 
collided with the Baltimore & Ouio Midland 
freight-train at Beeming’s Station, on the Balti- 
more & Potomac Railroad on Tharsday even- 
ing. The express is always a well-ülled train. 
This ,train consisted of engine, tender, Ad- 
ams Express, mail, baggage cars, 
two passeager, one parlor, and four sleepia 
cars. These, containing sixty passengers and u- 
teen mail, express. and railroad employes, were 
wunhug aloug at 35 miles an hour over a 
smooth grade when the engineer noticed that 
a switch, opeved to admit the freight-train, nad 
not been replaced. He was then within two car 
leugths of the switca, and, perceiving that a 
Collision was inevitable, he reversed his engine, 
applied the steam brakes, and leaped from the 
cab just as the locomotive swerved upon the 
switch, Almost before he touched the ground 
tho twotrains collided. Half the freight-train 
was forced from the track before the ex 
train came to a standstill. The shock filled the 
air fora moment with flying fragments and the
